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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt and entry of Applicants' Preliminary Amendment filed on Aug. 30, 2004 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1, 4 and 17 have been amended. Claim 18 has been canceled. Thus, claims 1-17 
and 19-25 are pending in this application. 

Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 

. CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 
MPEP§§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: the Reissue Declaration filed Oct. 8, 2003 
and Supplemental Reissue Declaration field Aug. 30, 2004 failed to properly identify at 
least one 35 U.S.C.251 error. It is not sufficient for an .oath /declaration to merely state 
"...Applicants did not claim the subject matter of a vapor injection system, as described 
in the specification at Col. 4, lines. 33-36 and Col. 5, lens, 39-50". Rather, the oath 
/declaration must specifically identify an error. Any error in the claims 1 , 4 and 1 7 must 
be identified by reference to the specific claim(s) and the specific claim language wherein 
lies the error. (MPEP 1414 II. (C)). For example, claim 17 has nothing to do with the 
alleged error stated in the reissue oaths/declarations. 

Specification
